College football in the Deep South started in 1892 with a game between Auburn University and 
the University of Georgia. That same year, students at the University of Alabama put together a 
team and played Auburn for the first time the following season. Auburn won that game, but it 
was only the beginning of one of sports’ greatest rivalries. Since then, Alabama and Auburn have 
spent decades building two of the best football programs in the nation.   Each year, since 1948, 
these two giants have clashed in a game dubbed “The Iron Bowl” after the “Iron City” of 
Birmingham where it was previously played.
